But in the 
meantime, and during the intervening Sunday,

OPENING OF THE TESTIMONY FOR PLAINTIFF. 


Developments of an un-Ministerial Cha- 
racter. 


The long pending divorce suit in which Mrs. 
Emilie J. Stewart is plaintiff, and Rev. Hart L. 
Stewart defendant, and of which mention has been 
made in these columns, came on for trial in the 
Circuit Court at Chicago, last Wednesday, before 
Hon. Judge Jameson and a jury. 

As might be expected from the peculiar nature 
of the case, the position of the parties concerned, 
and the interest which this domestic imbroglio 
had created in the public mind, the attendance in 
the court-room was large even to repletion. 

A Doticeable feature of the preliminary proceed- 
ings was, that no difficulty nor delay was experi- 
enced in obtaining a jury acceptable to both sides. 
The last drawn juror, Mr. Reynolds, is an intimate 
friend of the defendant, and a member of the same 
church. The prosecution did not hesitate fora 
moment to accept Mr. Reynolds. So not only an 
old friend, but a brother in the church, is one of 
the persons who are to decide upon the guilt or in- 
nocence of the defendant. 

Mr. Stewart appeared in court dressed ina com. 
plete suit of black, and evidently had prepared him- 
self for the occasion. Throughout the day his 
manner was for the most part calm and collected, 
though at times an amount of nervous excitability 
was noticeable. His face was cleanly shaved, a 
light sandy moustache ornamented his upper lip, 
and he wore a beard on his chin, 

Mrs. Stewart, the plaintiff, remained in court 
until the examination of wilnesses commenced. 
She was very neatly attired in black, with fur cape 
and muff, and black hat ornamented with blue 
flowers. Mrs, Stewart is not a beautiful woman 
according to the classic model, but has a winning 
prepossessing face, and her manners as well as her 
looks are pleasing—almost fascinating. Her hair 
is light, her eyes of a mild, blue color; her com- 
plexion clear and light, and her face rather thin. 
She is rather taller than the average of. women, 
and is, to the casual observer, a lady of command. 
ing appearance, She is a member of the Wabash 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, and by all who 
knew her is accepted as a pure and devout Chris- 
tian. She was accompanied in couzit by her 
mother and a lady friend. 

Washington Smith, father of the complainant, 
was in court all day. Mr. Smith is aman of irre- 
proachable character, and is reputed to be worth 
at least $500,090. He is a senior member of the 
firm of Smith & Bliss, wholesale grocers, 45 South 
Water street. Tho sisters and other relatives and 
friends of Mr. Stewart were also present during 
the day. 

Messrs. Goodrich, Farevell, Smith, ’ Sherman, 
and Lyon appeared as counsel for the plaintiff; 
the defendant’s interests being represented by 
Messrs. Arrington and Dent. All of these gentle- 
men are regarded as being among the ablest mem- 
bers of the Chicago bar. 

After the jury were sworn in, Mr. Sydney Smith 
opened the case in behalf of the plaintiff, substan- 
tially as follows : 

I will now state to you this case, on behalf of 
the unfortunate lady who appears as the complain- 
ent. Qur statute vides several grounds of di- 
vorce, and among tiem pevetden 
may be granted when either party has committed 
adultery subsequent to marriage.’’ In this case the 
complainant has filed her bill, asking for a divorce 
onthe ground of adultery, in pursuance of the 
clause of the statute, the words of which | have 
just read to you. She charges in her bill that the 
defendant committed adultery at divers times and 
places, and with lewd women in the city of Chica- 
go, during the years 1865 and 1866—pboth of which 
are subsequent to their marriage. 

The defendant made and filed an answer, deny- 
ing these charges of adultery. The statute pro- 
vides that in all cases of divorce where the defen- 
dant shall appear and deny the charges in the bill 
specially alleged, an issue being thus formed, the 
same shall be tried by a jury. In pnrsuance of 
the statute and the practice in such cases in this 
State, you are now here to hear and try this case, 
according to the laws and evidence, and to give a 
true verdict on the issue as to whether the defen. 
dant has been guilty of any portion of the charges 
of adultery which are set forth in the complain- 
ant’s bill. 

We expect to prove, gentlemen, that this defen. 
dant is guilty, beyond all question or controversy. 
We expect, gentlemen, that we shall establish, by 
proof, not merely that; this defendant has erred 
once, twice, three times, but we expect to intro. 
duce testimony from quite a number of witnesses, 
which will set forth to you, beyond all possible 
doubt that this defendant has been guilty of an 
adulterous course of conduct for about a year, 
commencing in the spring or summer of 1865, 
and thatjthese acts were all committed in the 
city of Chicago, county of Cook, and; state of 
TIifnois. We expect to show to you, gentlemen, 
that during the year 1865, that this defendant was 
in the practice of visiting lewd women, in the city 
of Chicago, and having i licit intercourse with 
them. We expect, especially, gentlemen, to show 
that some time in the summer ot 1865, upon an 
occasion which will be fully detailed to you by 
witnesses knowing the circumstances, that he vis- 
ited a house of ill-fame iv the city of Chicago, and, 
I believe, in the North division. We expect to 
show, gentlemen, that he borrowed money to pay 
his bills upon that interesting occasion, before he 
went. We expect to prove, gentlemen, that, hay- 
ing armed himself with the necessary funds, by 
effecting a loan, he proceeded to this house of ill- 
fame ; that he selected one of the lewd women, 
and that he retired to one of the private bedrooms, 
when, there ;they shut themselves in, in order to 
avoid interference; for it is not usual at these 
houses to carry on their business ia broad day- 
light. 

Gentlemen, we expect to prove, in addition to 
these instances which I ‘have related, that he was 
in the habit of visiting and frequenting these 
houses of prostitution for some time prior to this 
instance ; that, at all events, his visits to that house 
extended through a considerable period of time— 
how long I shall not be able to state definitely.— 
We expect to prove, in addition to that, gentle- 
men, that he had an illicit communication with 
some lewd women on the West Side, in the city of 
Chicago. What the woman’s name was, .at the 
house of ill-fame, I am not able to state. We ex- 
pect to show that during the period spoken of— 
perhaps in 1865, and perhaps in 1866—we expect 
to prove to your satisfaction that, in addition to 
his illicit communication with this lewd Louse, he, 
also, had an illicit communication with some wo- 
men upon the West Side; that he himself so stated. 
He had a << nice thing’”’ on the west side, it will be 
proven that he stated. Speaking of this woman,

From Albany he came to New York, was ar- 
rested at the Revere House, but got out on condi- 
tion of joining the army. —— in Col, Wm. 
H. Allen's regiment, got prom a sergeantcy, 
and was reduced for picking 8 comrade’s pocket of
